Isters the fund bequeathed by Smith 
son. 
It is probable that a board of 
regents will be apixdnted, as In the 
ease of the SmithMonlsn institution 
or It may he that the government will 
he represented upon the hoard of ill I 
rectors, 
which, It Is contemplated, 
shall consist of mea of nutiousl rep­ 
utation. 
Mr. Carnegie has kept the proposed 
endowment a secret until he coaid 
definitely arrange the plans and scope 
of the new university.

Senate. 


NEITHER LEGALLY MEMBERS. 


According to the View Expressed by 


Senator Hoar— McLaurin Previously 


Complained 
of 
Being 
Mistreated. 


Jones Replied. 


Washington. Dec. IO.—The 
senate 
chamber was the scene of a highly 
diauiatic episode, when Senator Till­ 
man. of South Carolina, challenged 
his colleague, Seuau>r McLaurin, to 
resign with him on the spot, in order. 
to use his own language, that they 
might be able "to wash their dirty 
Jiuen at home." 
Mr. McLaurin did 
not take up the gauge. 
The incident 
yesterday was the direct sequel of 
tho very bitter 
controversy 
which 
uiarosc between the senators in South 
Carolina last sring. 
Mr. McLaurin 
arose to a questiou of ersonal privi- 
Jege, aud proceeded to explain what 
he said was a conspiracy to discredit 
him in his own state for acts ani 
views which did not meet the approval 
of certain Democratic leaders. He de­ 
clared that he was being humiliated 
and, according to public prints, was 
to be excluded from the Democratic 
caucus because he had acted upon 
certain public issues in a way which 
he considered was for the best inter­ 
ests of the country and people of his 
alate. 
He announced himself a be­ 
liever in the old Democracy, and af 
ter denouncing the new Democratic 
leaders, who, he said, had brought 
destruction upon the party, declared 
that he could not be driven from his 
old allegiance into a party with which 
lie did not care to affiliate. 


Denied By Jones. 
Senator Jones, 
chairman 
of 
the 
Democratic national 
committee, de­ 
nied that he had any "ulterior 
mo­ 
tives" in not inviting Mr. McLaurin 
to enter the caucus. 
Mr. Tillman re­ 
viewed the whole controversy.

Carolina 
seats in the senate were not in re­ 
ality vacant. He contended that when 
the resignations 
were offered last 
spring to the governor they could not 
be withdrawn thereafter, having be­ 
come immediately operative.

ford, III. Spalding had a great fond­ 
ness for “two old cat” and town ball, 
which games were predecessors of 
baseball. He laid the foundation for 
his reputation as a baseball player 
while a member of the Juvenile club 
in Rockford In 1863. This organiza­ 
tion was one of the first baseball clubs 
founded In the west. In 1865 the suc­ 
cess of the Rockford team, for which 
A. G. pitched, brought the future lead­ 
er to the notlv>4 of the senior Forest 
City nine of the same city. Spalding 
became the pitcher of this club, which 
afterward rose to fame as champion 
of tile w est 
The National club of Washington 
made Its celebrated extended trip 
through the west In 1867, suffering but 
one defeat and that at the hands of 
the Forest City knights of the dia 
mom!. Of course, young Spalding, as 
pitcher for Forest City, came In for a 
large share of the credit The victory 
over the Washingtons gave him a na­ 
tional reputation. 
Ile was then a 
pitcher of the obi straight arm school, 
being especially noted for speed aud 
accuracy. 
Spalding joined the Excelsior club 


of Chicago in the fall of 18G7 as its 
pitcher. 
When the present Boston 
league club was organized in 1871, be 
became pitcher and subsequently cap­ 
tain, remaining with the team In that 
capacity throughout 1871, 1872, 1873, 
1874 and 1875, winning the champion­ 
ship in the Inst four years. 
Spalding, McVey, White and Ross 
Barnes of Boston and Anson of the 
Philadelphia Athletics became mem­ 
bers of the Chicago National organi­ 
zation In 1876, capturing the first 
league championship for the Windy 
City. Spalding was manager, captain 
and pitcher of the Chlcagoes In 1876 
and 1877, retiring from tile game in 
the fall of the latter year to devote 
his attention to the building up of ttye 
present xvell known firm of A. G. 
Spalding & Bros., w hich A. G. and his 
younger brother Waiter started in 
1876. 
The Chicago and All American teams 
wont on their memorable trip around 
the world In 1888 and 1889. Mr. Spald­ 
ing organized and managed' the tour, 
assuming all financial responsibility. 
Mr. Spalding was generally recog­ 
nized as the guiding spirit of the Na­ 
tional league in the great Brotherhood 
war of 1890. Much credit was given 
bim for the brilliant manner in which 
the National's campaign was handled 
during the fighting season and for the 
masterful manner In which he wound 
up that disastrous struggle by har­ 
monizing the many conflicting inter­ 
ests. 
Mr. Spalding has been entirely out of 
active baseball management for tile 
last ten years. Ile has been an honor­ 
ary member of the National league 
throughout that time, always being 
Welcome to its meetings, but he lias 
refrained from participating in its 
business or legislative matters. 
A. G. Spalding was the American 
commissioner of sports to the Paris 
exposition, and the extraordinary suc­ 
cess of the American athletes in 
sweeping everything before them was 
in no small measure due to his ex­ 
ertions.
